School Bond referendum. 

The meeting will be at" the Chain 
of LakesCommunity Bible Church 
on Thursday, April 8 at 6:30 p.m. 

"People who haven't had an op- 
portunity to be at the other meetings, 
♦ . . hopefully, can make this meet- 
ing," said District 34 Superintendent 
Daniel Burke. "We want to get the 
word out there." 

School officials will present the 
district's proposal to provide class- 
room space to meet increased en- 
rollment, to improve existing facili- 



ties, and to do it in a cost effective 
manner. 

Burke said that voters may ask 
. questions of district officials, princi- 
pals, and school board members 
who attend this meeting. 

District 34 proposes to build a 
. new primary school at Depot Street 
and Deep Lake Road with 12 ses- 
sions of kindergarten in six class- 
rooms, 12 first grade classrooms, and 
learning areas such as computer 
labs, a library, a music room, and a 
gymnasium/multi-purpose room. 

W. C. Petty, Oakland, and Lower 
Grade schools will be reorganized for 
grades two to five. They will be mod- 
ernized to educate students at these 
grade levels. 

Upper Grade School will receive 
new classrooms for growing enroll-

ment levels. There will be Improved 
computer labs, a library, science 
classrooms, and band and vocal 
rooms. A new gymnasium will be 
built with community access. The 
main entrance will be designed for 
improved security. 

The State of Illinois has agreed to 
provide $7.1 million to help with 
^school construction" costs. The 
school improvements wUl cost $18.9 
million. District 34 officials are re- 
questing voter approval to issue 
bonds for $11.8 million. This means 
that the Illinois Capital Development 
Board will bepayingfor37percentof 
the cost 

The estimated annual cost for a 
- taxpayer living in a $150,000 home Is 
$89.91. 

The Community Bible Church is 
a large white building about one mile 
east of the Grass Lake Road and 
Route 83 intersection south of Anti- 
och. It is on the south side of the road 
and has convenient parking.

OK, so what's there to see in this city of canals and wooden shoes?

Students Chelsea Blank, 10, of 
Llndenhurst, and Eric Schwcrt, 10, 
of Antioch, received a taste of it at a 
recent meeting of Rotarians. 

Both students used Power Point 
presentation software to report 
results of their class research about 
the northeastern United States to 
the Antioch Rotary Club on 
Thursday, March 4, at noon at 
Columbia Bay Brewery on Route 59. 

Blank discussed her research 
about the Salem Witch Trials. 
Schwert presented comparisons of 
Harvard and Yale universities and 
Boston College. Their information 
was gaUiered as a classroom assign- 
ment, but the manner of presenta- 
tion was an added dimension that 
required both students to use a 
computer to communicate with an 
audience. 

According lo their teacher Amy 
Henning, one of the major benefits 
is that work on the computers has 
improved student writing and 
research skills. 

"All crimes in the 17th Century 
were dealt with by hanging," Blank 
told Rotarians. "Many cats were 
killed." 

As she revealed these and other 
facts about witches and animals in 
Salem, Mass., the text would scoot 
across the screen. She not only did 
the research for her topic, but 
keyed the information, found pic- 
tures to illustrate her topic from 
the Internet, and included sound 
with the on-screen movement. 

Schwert's comparison of 
Harvard and Yale universities and 



Boston College described their 
founding, tuition costs, academic 
requirements, and other features. It 
sounded like he planned to attend, 
except for his disclaimer. 

"I want to go to Northwestern," 
he said. "The fact that my Dad went 
there has no influence on me." 

Fourth grade students from 
Petty School use Power Point com- 
puter software to make presenta- 
tions of their report materials. The 
use of computers in education at all 
grade levels is a fact of life. 



It rums out that they can and that 
they can help one another learn 
what they each know. 

The benefits also will please 
those who cherish old standards of 
education. "Their writing has 
improved just from the computers," 
she said. "They're reading more 
man ever." 

"Their five-paragraph papers 
are outstanding." 

Henning has had to adapt also. 
She has students reading, research- 
ing, and writing, some using com-

Henning assigns topics that 
students will study. It is their work 
on their personal or group topics 
that leads them to skills such as 
reading, writing, and research. 
Students seek information from a 
variety of sources: books, posters, 
encyclopedias, and, now, the 
Internet. 

"These kids have learned to look 
in so many places for the answer." 
No longer do they hit one book and 
consider that sufficient. 

"They just love it. They get so 
excited about it," Henning said. 
Making a presentation forces her 
students to organize their informa- 
tion and thoughts. She said that 
with Power Point, students have to 
think of what they want to know. 

"We talk a lot about presenta- 
tion," she said. 

Henning said that she did not 
know if fourth graders could do this. 



unfolds around her. 

"It's a really hard role to take 
on," she said. She has only herself to 
blame. Generating excitement for 
her students is something* she has 
done with her own award-winning 
efforts, " 

On Thursday, Feb. 25 Amy 
Henning received, an award from 
the Regional Office of Education for 
"Exemplary Use of Technology" "in 
her classroom. 

Henning has worked to acquire 
donated computer equipment for 
her classroom and then has pro- 
ceeded to upgrade its quality. She 
provides computers to other teach- 
ers as she obtains new ones. 

One thing she does to help her 
students is to search for web sites to 
which she can link so students can 
use it as a resource for their 
research. 

Much of this has been accom- 
plished with her own money or with 
donations she receives. She found 
and purchased tables to put the 
computers on. She bought mice on 
her own.

tion then put them on the road to 
tell Rotarians about witches and 
Yale University. 

"It just kind of snowballed. I 
never expected them to go to 
Rotary," Henning said.' 

Chelsea Blank is OK with it. She 
likes computers. "I like playing the 
games. I like typing.". 

She said that computers bring 
an added dimension to the learning 
experience that helps it become 
exciting. "The computer has more 
than books do," she said; "It is more 
fun than reading and reading and 
reading." 

Schwert said, "I like that you 
can look up a lot of things and do a 
lot of things on the computer." For 
him, it is a versatile tool for games 
and research on the Internet. 

Sometimes the two blend. For 
example, one of his favorite games is 
"Oregon Trail." 

"You're in a covered wagon and 
you have to make it to Oregon from 
Missouri," he said. Along the way, 
the player has to take care of the 
wagon train, protect it from fires, 
rain, blizzards, diseases, and 
injuries. 

"Everybody loves computers," 
Henning said of her fourth grade 
students. "It's just another extra 
oomphf."

Foster care mother and son share experience, 
give advice on making the relationship work

The Central Baptist Chil- 
dren's Home in Lake Villa 
welcomed back a very spe- 
cial former resident, Mike 
Stapley-Brown, along with his adop- 
tive mother Toni Rey, in a moving 
evening. 

The pair spoke to a group of fos- 
ter parents about what foster care 
life was like for both of them. It was 
an evening of heartwarming honesty 
and reflection. 

Concerned parents looked to 
Mike and Toni for advice on how to 
care for and understand their own 
foster children, and they looked to 
each other for moral support through 
what is often a challenging time. 

Central Baptist Children's Home 
and Family Services was founded in 
1895 by Reverend and Mrs. Ezra 
Scofield and began as an orphanage 
for homeless and abandoned chil- 
dren. Today, it is a multifunctional, 



non-profit, and non-denomination- 
al child welfare agency that serves 
more than 8,000 families a year. 
They have over 26 community- 
based offices. 

In addition to foster family care 
and adoption, Central Baptist has 
child development centers, child 
abuse prevention services, child and 
family counseling, psychotherapy, 
residential care, youth crisis inter- 
vention, and mental health services 
for emotionally disturbed children. 

Their mandate has been Til 
Every Child is Safe." This year, they 
have been working extra hard to make 
that vision a reality. Their goal is to of- 
fer a full array of services to every child 
and every family in need. They have 
recently opened new offices in Chica- 
go in the old Sears building in Homan 
Square. They've also begun a foster 
grandparent program. 

Mike Stapley-Brown, now 36 
years-old, first came to Central Bap- 
tist when he was six. He had been 
shuffled around from foster home to 



foster home when his natural mother r 
could not care for him due to mental 
illness. It was through Central Baptist 
that Mike found Toni Rey, an ele- 
mentary school teacher who would 
change his life for the better. 

For Mike, Central Baptist has 
been an integral port of his life from 
childhood to adulthood. He spent 
many years at the home, being angry 
and confused. ' 

As a small child he couldn't un- 
derstand why he had to be apart 
from his natural mother. He says 
now it was because she was schizo- 
phrenic, something he would not 
have been able to comprehend at 
such a young age. But, he doesn't 
think it would have made much of a 
difference. He still felt hurt and 
abandoned. 

Reflecting back, Mike said, "As 
bad of a place as this was, it was the 
only stability I'd had for six years. I 
cried when I left."* 

Foster children often create a 
wall around them few people can

break through. 

"I had to shut everything down," 
said Mike. "You don't get close to 
anyone." 

Toni was Mike's third grade spe- 
cial education teacher when he 
resided at Central Baptist. 

"I was really attached to him," 
said Toni, nowa licensed clinical so- 
cial worker.

"I become a foster parent be- 
cause this was the kid I wanted." 

It was with much resistance that 
Mike came to live with Ton! when he 
was 12 and a half. As a child, he visit- 
ed their family regularly, but this 
would be a new experience for 
everyone. 

"This had to be a family deci- 
sion," said Toni, who already had 
tliree natural children of her own. 
She had to ask herself if this was 
something that would be good for 
her children and her marriage. 

Having a foster child would be a 
big adjustment for everyone, in- 
cluding Mike who was often con- 
frontational and resistant to Toni's 
authority. 

"Take what a normal teenager 
would be like and multiply it by a 
hundred times," said Mike about his 
behavioral problems. 

"I didn't trust I didn't know how 
to love, or how to be loved. 11 

Not knowing how to address his 
new foster mother was awkward for • 
Mike. 

"He wouldn't call me anything," 
said Toni. 

According* to Toni, Mike was al- 
ways testing her love by pushing her 
away, something most foster chil- 
dren do when they fear abandon- 
ment However, such tests can mark 
the beginning of a trusting relation- 
ship. A foster child will test limits 
only when he or she is confident the 
foster parent won't leave them, re- 
gardless of how "bad" they act 

Getting Mike to accept Toni as a 
parent, with the right to discipline, 
was a constant challenge, 
z He was still holding out hope 
that he would one day be reunited 
with his natural mother, something 
that never happened. Toni said 
Mike's natural mother would occa- 
sionally send cards at Christmas or 
on birthdays, and that she wanted to 
"throw them away." 

Too often, natural parents will 
slip randomly in and out of their 
child's lives, only to cause more con- 
fusion, hurt, and frustration. As a 
teacher, Toni saw first-hand the 
damaging affects this can have on a 
child's mental and emotional health. 

"When I taught in the Lake Villa 
school system, at that time we had a 
lot of kids living here at the Baptist 
Home," said Toni. 

"We would see them after the 
weekend on Monday morning, after 
they had been home to see their nat- 
ural families. We used to say school 
was hell on wheels that day." 

Senior Vice President at Central 
Baptist, Ed Buchs, said things are 
very different now. 

"The law requires the parents to 
be much more involved early on to 
determine whether or not the kids 
can go home. Parents are given nine 
to 12 months to resolve their issues 
and correct the conditions that re- 
sulted in the children being moved," 
said Buchs. 

It takes great patience and love 
to raise a child who is not your own. 
Some foster parents give up before 
they ever have a true breakthrough 
and form a bond with the child.

. Rossman has been collect- 
ed eclectic versions of pink 
flamingos for 15 years. 
The collection started 
with a simple item. 
Rossman was in a 
large department 
store looking for a 
watering can, when 
she saw one with a 
pink flamingo on 

It. 

Since then, 
Rossman said 
anytime she saw 
something with 
pink flamingos, 
she bought it. 
"Over the years, I 
eliminated some of 
the more tacky stuff, 
and I kept the more expensive 
ones," she said. 

Among the more common items In her collec- 
tion are coffee mugs and a soap dispenser. 

Some of the more uncommon items are a stained glass 
picture created by her Florida-based sister, a pink flamin- 
go flower pot and miniature glass figurines. 

There are two John Long drawings In her collection, 
both featuring pink flamingos out on the town. Rossman 
bought the pictures at the Highland Park Art Festival from 
the artist. 

Rossman spent time setting up her display, sometimes 
returning to rearrange a few items.

Blues legend Koko Taylor 
to perform at CLC 

Koko Taylor, the undisputed queen of the blues, will perform In 
concert at 8 p.m. on March 27 at the College of Lake County's 
Mainstage Theatre in Grayslake. Tickets are S15 for CLC students, 
alumni and seniors 65 and oven $18 for the general public and $8 for 
children under 12. 

For more than four decades, Taylor has dominated the blues 
world as a powerful singer and an inspiring entertainer. Her hard 
work and total dedication to her songs has earned her the respect of 
her colleagues and critics alike and has brought her success to a 
world that Is usually male dominated. Over the course of her Illustri- 
ous 30-year career, Taylor has taken her music from the small clubs 
on the south side of Chicago to giant concert halls and festivals 
around the world. 

Bom in Memphis, Tenn., Taylor's interest in blues music was 
influenced by artists like Bessie Smith, Sonny Boy Williamson and 
Big Mama Thornton. At age 18, she moved to Chicago's south side, 
the cradle of the rough-edged sounds of Chicago blues. After per- 
forming at various night clubs, Taylor's musical talent was discov- 
ered by the late composer Willie Dixon, who put her on the Chess 
Records roster that included famous blues artists like Howlln" Wolf 
and Muddy Watters. Since then, she has recorded seven award-win- 
ning albums with Chess Records and later with Alligator Records, 
including "1 Got What it Takes: and "Force of Nature," her latest 
album.

Handy Award, the Grammy of the blues community, 15 times, mak- 
ing her the only female blues artist to have earned such a coveted 
honor.

movie review 




Mockingbird," — the book and the 
movie. 

In this most recent adaptation, 
Clint Eastwood plays Steve Everett, 
an old, washed-up loser of a news- 
paper reporter who has a penchant 
for sleeping around — usually with 
his boss' wife. 

Everett is a loser in every phase 
of his life. His marriage is on the 
rocks, purely by his doing, he is a . 
terrible, absent father to a daugh- 
ter young enough to be his grand- 
daughter, and his professional life 
is held together by threads after he 
wrote an accusatory investigative 
story that turned out to be wrong. 

Everett's career is nearly over, 
but old buddy Alan Mann (James 
Woods) gives him one last chance 
at the Los Angeles Tribune. Mann 
is Everett's executive editor, and 
the two have a strangely friendly 
adversarial relationship, The new 
managing editor, Bob Findley, 
played by Denis Leary, dislikes 
Everett from the start, which does- 
n't help things when he finds out 
that Everett is sleeping with his 
wife. 

Everett is known to be a re- 
porter who creates big investiga- 
tive pieces out of small, easy as- 
signments, and Findley does not 
want that to happen with his most 
recent assignment. 

Sue years prior, a black man 
named Frank Beachum was arrest- 
ed and charged with the murder of 
a pregnant teenager, and was sen- 
tenced to the death penalty. 
Everett's job is to interview 
Beachum (Isaiah Washington) and 
write a fluffy human-interest story 
about this man on death row. 

But, of course, he digs further

into the circumstances of the mur- 
der, and does some investigation of 
his own. 

Working off of "hunches" and 
his "nose for news" Everett uncov- 
ers in a matter of hours what the 
police department could not figure 
out in six years— Beachum was not 
the murderer. 

And so the film tailspins into a 
"beat the clock" movie, where 
Everett is trying to gather enough 
evidence to prove Beachum's in- 
nocence and have him pardoned 
before he is to be executed! 

I hope that this Is the last time 
we see Eastwood in front of the 
camera, at least in this type of 
tough, leading-man role. He plays 
director and actor in this movie, 
and I think he is best used behind 
the camera than in front of it. 

He looks very old, and his 
weather-beaten face shows little 
signs of the all-American tough 
cop we knew in the u Dirty Harrf 
movies. He seems frail and out of 
his element in " True Crime."

"The main goal of our public ed- 
ucation campaign is to motivate Illinois' 1.6 
million Medicare beneficiaries to review their 
Medicare statements and report any ques- 
tionable charges they may And." 

Most providers are honest and their bills 
are legitimate. But with more than 900 million 
claims filed each year, it's easy for a dishonest 
provider to try to steal from Medicare. Some 
of the most common types of fraud include 
billing for services not provided; double 
billing; misrepresenting a diagnosis; or solicit- 
ing, offering or receiving a "referral fee." 

AARP, HHS and the Department of Justice 
kicked off the "Who Pays? You Pay" Medicare 
Fraud campaign with a nationwide satellite 
television news conference on Feb. 24. The 
31 -city news conference featured U.S. Attor- 
ney General Janet Reno, HHS Secretary Don- 
na Shalala, and state and national AARP lead- 
ers, as well as local U.S. attorneys and FBI 
agents. Over the course of the year, AARP will 
continue to hold community training ses- 
sions and distribute Medicare Fraud inform a-

AARP research indicates that consumers 
strongly believe it's their personal responsibil- 
ity to report Medicare Fraud. Here's what you 
can do to become a Fraud Fighter, check your 
Medicare statement and answer these three 
simple questions: 

1. Did you receive the service of product 



for which Medicare is being billed? 

2. Did your doctor order the service or 
product for you? 

3. To the best of your knowledge, Is the 
service or product relevant to your diagnosis 
or treatment? 

"Remember, most providers are honest 
and a questionable charge may be the result 
of a simple billing error. That's why you 
should call your provider first," Sorenson said. 
"But if you call Uiem and you're still not sure 
the answer is satisfactory, don't be afraid to 
report it. If you think you're dealingwith 
Medicare Fraud, call the Medicare Fraud Hot- 
line at 1 (800) 447-8477." 

The hotline is staffed by members of the 
HHS Inspector General's Office. An operator 
will ask you for the details of your case and 
assign a case number. Every case will be re- 
viewed. And while your call may not result In ' 
the filing of any criminal charges, Medicare 
may seek a recovery. Every call counts, be- 
cause Investigators often make their cases 
based on a pattern of abuse rather than a sin- 
gle incident.

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Staying healthy, safe on the computer: Tips for computer users 



You're free from the confines of 
the cubicle farm. You work at home 
or in a smalt office. Lunch is when 
you're hungry. A break is a stroll 
around the block. However, there 
are the drawbacks like working 
hunched over the dining room 
table, sitting for hours on end In a 
chair from the '70s, and that over- 
head lighting may be great for din- 
ner parties, but it's not exactly help- 
ing you finalize that proposal. , 

In fact, you may be part of the 30 
percent of all computer users who 
suffer from some form of work-re- 
lated discomfort. Preventing in- 
juries associated with excessive 
computer use, such as cumulative 
trauma disorders, is even more es- 
sential for those who work from ■ 
home or in small offices without the . 
proper tools. 

Tom Albin, a professional er- 
gonomist with 3M, provides the 
following simple tips to help en- 
sure home and small office work- 
ers reduce their risk of strains and 
pains. 
Posture perfect 

Proper posture is essential to 
healthy computer use. Poor posture 
has been shown to increase fatigue 
levels and place unneeded strain on 
the back.

To see if your wrists are In 
neutral, check and make sure that 
your forearms, wrists and hands are 
in a straight line while you're typ- 
ing. If hot, use a wrist rest to sup- 
port your wrists and help keep 
diem straight. 
Be a visionary 

Working on a computer all day can 
quickly take a toll on your eyes. 
Check the lighting in your home or 
- office to reduce glare on your com- 
puter screen and prevent vision 



problems. Use window coverings to 
diminish outside light and try turn- 
ing off some of the overhead lights. 
Try using an anti-glare computer 
filter, like the 3M Circular Polarizing 
Filter, which allows for a clear, 
sharp image that is easy to read and 
kind to the eyes. 

Position reference documents at 
the same height and distance as 
your computer monitor by using a 
3M document holder that securely 
attaches to the side of the monitor.

How long-term care insurance can help ease 
the financial burden of nursing home care 



The dream of a long life can be- 
come a nightmare if you end up in 
a nursing home, outlive your mon- 
ey, become a burden to your chil- 
dren and live your final years on 
public aid. 

Recognizing both the fear and 
possibility of this outcome, a new 
growth sector in the insurance in- 
dustry has come into its own -- 
long term care (LTC) insurance. 
Such policies contribute to the high 
costs of nursing home care and 
protect one's assets. 

Long term care insurance has 
become a growth industry. A.M. Best 
reports that in 1996, the latest year 
where data is available, insurers sold 
600,000 long term care policies, the 
most ever sold in a year. The Health 
Insurance Association of America 
added that premiums dropped 5 
percent! which reflects cost savings 
created by higher volumes. 

"The rationale for LTC is com- 
pelling, according to Murray Gor- 
don, President of MAGA Limited, 
Deerileld, III., a firm specializing in 
LTC. He cites data from a variety of 
public and private sources that re- 
port: 

•The chances of a house fire Is 
one in 1,200. 

• The chances of an auto acci- 
dent liability are one in 240. 

• The chances of incurring 
property loss or liability for bodily 
injury In the home are one in 88. 

• The chances of incurring a 
major medical expense is one in 15. 

• But, the chances of needing 
long-term health care are one in 
2.5! 

"Today, Americans over age 85 
are the fastest growing segment of 
■ the aging population. As a result, 
those requiring long-term care are 



expected to increase dramatically 
over the next 25 years," Gordon 
continued. 

Gordon founded MAGA Limit- 
ed in 1975. The firm is endorsed by 
the Community Bankers Associa- "" 
tion of Illinois and the Illinois Asso- 
ciation of School Administrators. 
MAGA and Life Services Network of 
Illinois co-sponsor the "Life-Net" 
long term care insurance informa- 
tion service offered to many retire- 
ment communities and nursing 
homes in Illinois. 

Health Insurance Association of 
America statistics show that one 
out of every two women, age 85 and 
over, and one out of every three 
men, age 85 and over, will spend 
time in a nursing home, The De- 
partment of Health and Human 
Services has found that people over 
65 face a 40 percent lifetime risk of 
entering a nursing home and about 
10 percent will stay there five years 
or longer. 

"Even if you don't go into a 
nursing home, you might require 
an assisted living facility or even 
home care," said Gordon. "Long 
term care insurance covers these 
situations as well." 

The costs of staying In a nursing 
home range from $36,000 to 
$80,000 a year depending on where 
you live and the average national 
cost is more than $40,000 per year, 
according to Gordon. 

LTC insurance has been avail- 
able In some form or another for 
about 30 years, but in recent years 
the product has really come into its 
own. Both the Clinton Administra- 
tion and the Republican Party's 
"Contract with America" have cre- 
ated major public awareness for 
long term health care. 



To qualify for Medicaid, some 
middle-class elderly have at- 
tempted to transfer assets to 
others to become 'artificially im- 
poverished," according to Gor- 
don, This option is risky today. 
Estate recovery is now mandato- 
ry -- although enforcement 
varies by state. What this means 
is that states may recover from 
the estates of beneficiaries any 
long term care benefits received. 

In buying traditional LTC insur- 
ance, here are some important fac- 
tors to consider "Look at the 
strength of the issuer and buy from 
one of the top 10 marketers of LTC. 
It's important your carrier and 
agent are experienced in the field. 
We've seen LTC carriers come and 
go. You want to be sure that your 
carrier is in the LTC business when 
you need them. 

"Try to select a policy that uses 
a 'pool of money' approach. Such 
policies integrate nursing home 
care with home care and can cover 
things like adult day care and other 
types of home services," he said. 

In selecting daily benefits, Gor- 
don recommends determining 
what to expect your own locale. "In 



the Chicago area, nursing home 
care ranges from 5110 to $160 per 
day," he said. "Nationally, the aver- 
age is $110 per day." 

Duration of benefits are a func- 
tion of how old you are when you es- 
tablish your policy. "If you are under 
65, you might want to have an un- 
limited plan," he said. "If you are 
over 75, 3 to 4 years may be ade- . 
quate." 

A way of reducing premiums 
15-20 percent is to increase one's 
"elimination period" (deductible). 
"As with duration of benefit, when 
you're younger, you may opt for 
first-day benefits," Gordon said. 
"Older people may choose 90 or 
100-day deductibles realizing that 
Medicare and Medicare supple- 
mental Insurance benefits might be 
applicable." 

Gordon added that each indi- 
vidual has different needs and urges 
people to contact a LTC agent for 
further information.

I wont the behavior to be 
better, but I dont want him to 
thinkhe cannot express bis feel- 
ings* Consequently, we dont 
punish very often and his be- 
havior Is getting worse. 

Should feelings come first or 
his responsibility to behave? if I 
require good behavior, will I be 
hurting him or making him 
think that his feelings arent Im- 
portant?V.B. 

DearV.B., 

Feelings are important, and we 
do need to help our children learn to 
express them in a healthy way. I'm 
not sure that misbehaving is one of 
those ways. I respect your concern 
for not wanting to squelch your 
child's expression, however, I think 
you are falling prey to one of the 
most insidious forms of future killers 
for children. Your child should learn 
to express feelings, but appropriate- 
ly. If a child learns to act out every 
time he feels frustrated or angry, he 
will continue to do that throughout 
life with everyone he meets. 

No one will put up with that for 
long. Most likely, this is why you are 
seeing the bad behavior grow. He is 
not experiencing anything to stop 
the progression towards acting out. 
In other words, it is more profitable 
for him to act out than for him not 
to.

anger with frustration and intoler- 
ance. The way that you or I think of 
anger may not be the way your child 
feels it Usually, the tantrums I have 
seen and have heard described are 
about the child not getting his way. 
They are basically a power play to 
get parents scared and to back down 
so ultimately the desired goal is 
reached by the child. This has ab- 
solutely nothing to do with the real 
emotion of anger. 

Unfortunately, most parents do 
get scared and back down very 
quickly and the child learns that this 
Is the way to get what he wants*. 
From that point on, the tantrums 
grow bigger and bigger and bigger. 
When most parents think that anger 
is the issue for their child, most kids 
are really feeling frustration and in- 
tolerance. Imagine the message we 
give to them when we give in to their 
frustration and intolerance. We are 
telling them that it's o.k. to act that 
way. We are also giving them the 
clear message that everyone will be 
just as quick to back down as we 
were. 

Let's talk about how to approach 
this thing from a logical and appro- 
priate standpoint. My view and what 
I usually recommend to parents in 
my office is that behavior needs to 
be maintained Fust and then, after 
the child is calm, discussion can

happen about feelings. That discussion should 
also help the child build skills for dealing with 
this type of thing the next time. 

So, first whatever behavior program is in 
place needs to be used to get the behavior un- 
der control, regardless of the reason for it. After 
the behavior is in control, a discussion should 
happen between parent and child. The parent 
should reinforce and help the child under- 
stand that the goal was not attained by the 
tantrum. The discussion should be mostly the 
parent asking the child questions to bring him 
around to the points the parent wants to make. 
There is far more learning that goes on when ■ 
the child has to think to answer questions than 
when you lecture him. 

The next time the same situation comes up 
and your child begins to react the right way, 
you will want to congratulate your child on a 
good decision. If the child is not sure of what to 
do, you might want to help him to think of the 
two choices available to him at the time {i.e.: 
staying calm, getting good recognition and get- 
ting to go on with the rest of the day without a 
problem or the appropriate punishment for 
the wrong decision.) When he makes a good 
decision, let him know how proud you are. If 
he makes the bad decision, follow up consis- 
tently and appropriately. 

By doing it this way, you are teaching him 



that he is allowed to feel anyway he wants to 
about things, but he is not allowed to do any- 
thing he wants with those feelings. There is a 
big difference between squelching behavior 
and squelching feelings. This is called setting 
limits. Those limits will help his success level 
now and in his future and make his transitions 
in life much smoother. 

I'll say one more thing here about therapy. 
If you son's anger is not related to not getting 
his way, you might want to consider counsel- 
ing, however, I will say that having a counselor 
listen to your son talk about not getting his way 
might inflame the behavior to a worse level. If 
you see anyone, make it a child behavior spe- 
cialist and someone who will see you at the 
same time so that you are directly involved in 
learning how to maintain this yourself at 
home.

County Staff Council, the union 
which represents about 40 custodi- 
ans, HVAC mechanics and mainte- 
nance and grounds workers, have 
been picketing at the Grayslake cam- 
pus for severaTdays to protest the fact 
that they are working without a con- 
tract The most recent picket was held 
Tuesday night prior to CLC's board 
meeting. 

"We've been at this process for 



quite some time with the college and 
frankly we think a message needs to 
be sent out to a wider audience that 
we need a settlement with the col-' 
lege," said Jim Bron, field service di- 
rector for the Lake County Federa- 
tion of Teachers and a negotiator for 
the union. "We think that the process 
has gone on far too long." 

Union employees have been 
working without a contract since July, 
when the previous contract expired. 
Contract talks have been stalled since 
January. Since that time, a federal me- 
diator has been attempting to assist 
in negotiating a new contract, but 
those efforts have been unsuccessful.

"It's pretty well dead right now," 
said Link. He noted that the commit- 
tee that heard the bill is not sched- 
uled to meet again this session.

Lake 
County is the only county in Illinois 
that does not have its chairman elect- 
ed at large by the voters. 

"We gave something a try and it 
just didn't make it. Maybe the timing 
wasn't right, but it doesn't mean at 
some time it might not be brought 
back again," said Link. 

"I think it brought a lot of aware- 
ness to people," he added. "I think a 
lot of people didn't know how the 
County Board was structured. If 
nothing else, we educated a lot of 
people." 

Lmk, who sponsored the legisla- 
tion along with state senators Adeline 
Geo-Karis, R-Zion, and Bill Peterson, 
R-Prairie View, touted the bill as a 
good government step designed to 
give voters a greater say over who 
would represent them as chairman. 
Currently, the board chairman is cho- 
sen by a majority of the 24-member 
board. 

- Link admitted, however, mat the 
plan failed to gamer the widespread 
support he had hoped. 

Several County Board members 
had been openly critical of the bill, 
particularly Larry Leafblad, R- 
Grayslake, who called it "meddling" 
in county business.

A new state report about traffic 
congestion problems in Lake Coun- 
ty is getting a thumbs down from at 
least one environmental group. 

"In general, our reaction to mat 
report Is it was much ado about 
nothing," said Mike Truppa, 
spokesman for the Environmental 
Law & Policy Center, a region- 
al environmental group with 
headquarters in Chicago. 

Truppa was referring to 
the Transportation System 
Performance Report for Lake 
County that was recently re- 
leased by the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Transportation and 
Illinois StateToll Highway Au- 
thority. The report projects 
traffic congestion will dramat- 
ically increase in Lake County 
over the next 20 years and dis- 
cussed some potential long-term 
transportation solutions to the prob- 
lem. 

"I don't know how much money 
or time they spent on that report, but 
in the end all they did is reiterate 
what residents of Lake County have 
been saying for more man a decade 
and that's that the roads are congest- 
ed," Truppa said. 

The state report discussed the 
need for significant improvements to 
the road system in order to address 
the county's projected population 
and employment trends. It discussed 
the proposed Route 53 tollway but 
indicated it is just one of the alterna- 
tives being considered. 

Truppa, however, said his group 
believes the state toll authority has 
"an Institutional bias" to building a 
new toll road in Lake County, specif- 
ically Route 53, 

"The toll authority simply can- 
not be trusted to do an impartial 
study of alternatives to Route 53 be-

ternatives that has been discussed, 
he said. 

"IDOT and the toll authority are 
responsible for making decisions 
about highways. We will make deci- 
sions with as much information and 
input from the public as possible," he 
said. 

Truppa said many environmen- 
tal groups in Lake County have 
formed a coalition called Citizens 
Organized for SoundTransportation, 
which tries to present alternatives to 
address the county's transportation 
needs. 

Truppa said everyone agrees 
traffic congestion is a problem but 
building Route 53 is not the solution. 

"I don't think anyone would 
quibble that traffic congestion will 
increase in Lake County unless Im- 
provements are made to the trans- 
portation system," said Truppa. "The ' 
danger is the toll authority will ma- 
nipulate their studies to mislead 
people into thinking that Route 53 is 



necessary. 

All the time that IDOT and trie 
toll authority have spent studying 
what to do about roads could have 
instead been used for making local 
road improvements, he said. 

"All the research done to date 
shows the most efficient and most 
cost-effective solution to traffic con- 
gestion is to improve the county's ex- 
isting roads," Truppa said. 

In 1997, Truppa said the 
Environmental Law & Policy 
Center, in conjunction with 
other environmental groups, 
released its own study entitled 
"Crossroads: SmartTransporta- 
tion Options for Lake County." 
That study indicated that 
i many of traffic congestion 
problems could be alleviated if 
die state would simply make 
needed local road improve- 
ments. Making those improve- 
ments would also be less cosdy 
than building the Route 53 tollway, 
which has an estimated $1 billion 
prfce tag. 

The study also indicated that if 
Route 53 were built, it would attract 
an additional 60,000 new residents to 
Lake County. That is overand above 
the estimated 250,000 people that 
are expected to move to the county 
by the year 2020. 

"Just the addition of the toll road 
causes the population to increase by 
another 60,000 people," Truppa said. 
Harmet disputes Truppa's esti- 
mates that construction of Route 53 
would bring another 60,000 residents 
to Lake County. 

"The notion that Route 53 would 
cause 60,000 more people to come to 
Lake County Is false," he said. "A new 
highway could account for less titan 
half of that-over a period of 20 years."

Although several major events 
have faced the College of Lake Coun- 
ty In recent months, the election for 
the college's Board of Trustees has 
gone relatively unnoticed. 

The college has been in the news 
a lot recendy with the possibility of a 
University Center locating at CLC 
and the recent concerns over the use 
of hidden cameras at the college. 

But stability is something that 
has marked the board in recent years, 
and this election year is no exception. 
Two long-time board Incumbents, 
MUlicent Berliant and Nancy Block, 
are both running unopposed for six 
year terms on April 13 ballot 

Both Berliant and Block believe 
.they have made contributions to the 
college's future and want to continue 
to be part of the college's future going 
into the 21st century. 

Millicent Berliant 

A long-time resident of Lake 
County, Berliant has lived in Deer- 
field for the past 40 years. 

Berliant has been active in many 
community groups and organiza- 
tions in Lake County over the years. 
She was the founding member of the 
Deerfield League of Women Voters 
and served on an elementary school 
board for about six years. She was 
elected to the Lake County Board in 
1972, where she served for four years. 

Berliant was first elected to the 
College of Lake County's Board of 
Trustees 18 years ago in 1981. 

Despite the dramatic growth of 
Lake County over that period, 
Berliant believes the college has been 
able to keep up to date in terms of its 
buildings, new programs and tech- 
nology. Construction of the Perform- 



ing Arts building a couple years ago is 
one of the major achievements of the 
college's building program, she said. 

"I think we've kept up well with 
the increasing population of Lake 
County and that's something we 
need to continue to do," she said. 

One of the major challenges fac- 
ing the college is Identifying funding 
sources for various college programs, 
either through taxes, grants or other 
funding sources. 

"No one should have to go without 
the education they need because we 
don't have sufficient funds," she said. 

Berliant said the college board 
has tried to move "carefully and 
thoughtfully" in addressing the issue 
of hidden cameras. 

The board has reviewed the col- 
lege policies over the use of hidden 
cameras and is conducting an inter- 
nal investigation into the matter. 

"If we made an error, 1 hope we 
can rectify it," she said. 

On the issue of a proposed Uni- 
versity Center, Berliant said the college 
will be an active participant in the de- 
velopment of the University Center, 
whether it's located at CLC or not 

Nancy Block 

Like Berliant, Block is a long- 
time resident of Lake County, having 
lived in Prarie View for more than 30 
years. She has also been active in 
many community organizations and 
activities over the years, including 
serving for 25 years on the board of 
the Vernon Area Public Library. She 
worked for 12 years as a legislative as- 
sistant in the 30th District, before re- 
tiring in 1994. 

Interestingly, Block joined the 
College of Lake County board the 
same year Berliant did. Working as a 
team, she believes the board has ac- 
complished a lot In that time. 



"We're a very compatible board, 
even though we sometimes have 
views and different ways of looking at 
things," she said, 

Block believes some of the 
board's major accomplishments 
have been in the building and capital 
improvement areas. A few of the ma- 
jor capital projects have included the 
building of the Performing Arts build- 
ing, a new science wing and the addi- 
tion of the college's downtown facili- 
ty in Waukegan. 

"I was especially pleased with 
the Performing Arts Center because 
there really Isn't anything like it in 
Lake County," she said. 

Block said the board has been 
successful because it has tried to de- 
termine what people In the commu- 
nities want the college to be. 

"We have really polled the com- 
munities and studied the statistics of 
Lake County. I think it's a real com- 
mitment to meet community needs, 
not decide what the community 
needs are." 

Block thinks her best qualities as 
a board member is that she is a "good 
listener" who tries to look at the 
"broad picture" in terms of what's 
best for the college. 

One of the major things Block 
would like to see accomplished is to 
extend the educational opportunities 
offered by the college and be able to 
offer junior and senior level classes in 
the county. 

She believes the college would 
be best site for the proposed Univer- 
sity Center of Lake County because 
the college would be able to utilize its 
existing resources to provide higher 
education more efficiently. 

■ "Wherever it (the University 
Center) goes, we'll support it because 
it's something the county wants and 
needs," she said.

held last Thursday during CLC's 
"College Night." Between 30 and 40 
people, including union employees 
and some faculty members, partici- 
pated in that picket. 

"We're trying to draw attention to 
our situation. We Just want a fair con- 
tract and the benefits we've had over 
the past years," said Erik Solomon of 
Gurnee, president of the union. 
-, Solomon said salaries for the 
employees are not keeping pace with 
the cost of living in Lake County, 
which is one of the most expensive 
areas to live in the state. He said the 
workers are among the lowest paid at 
the college. 

"Our salaries haven't been mov- 
ing up equitably," he said. 

But salaries aren't the major rea- 
son for the picket, according to Jim 
Marison of Round Lake Beach, a 
heating and air conditioning worker. 

He said his main concern is that 
the college's negotiating team has in- 
sisted on reducing health insurance 




benefits for the employees, while in- 
surance coverage remains un- 
changed for administrators and oth- 
er staff. 

"That really upsets me," said 
Marison. ' 

Pete Krupsak, vice president of 
academic affairs at CLC who serves 
on the college's negotiating team, 
said the statements that the college 
wants to reduce insurance benefits 
for the employees are "absolutely In- 
correct." In fact, he said offers that 
have been made by the college to 
date are to "increase the amount of 
contributions to benefits." 

Krupsak said the negotiating 
teams for both the college and the 
union were scheduled to meet again 
Thursday, and he is hopeful an 
agreement can be worked out soon. 

"The college administration and 
the union have been negotiating in 
good faith for months. Every time we 
meet, we move closer to a closure," 
he said.

Hollow Road project starts 

Inglcslde— The Illinois Department of Transportation 
has started its project of widening Big Hollow Road from two 
lanes to three from Route 12 to the McHenry County line. 

Work was scheduled to begin March 23, and by May 1 , 
only one lane is expected to be open for alternating traffic, un- 
til the project Is completed In mid-November. Lake County 
Board Member Bonnie Thomson Carter (R-Ingleslde) said 1.5 
miles of roadway would be resurfaced. 

Workers will also complete curb and gutter improvements 
and construct a new bridge at Redhead Lake. 

Business park annexed 

Wauconda— The developer of the village's industrial 
park had the property he plans to build the Wauconda Busi- 
ness Park on annexed Into the village last week. 

Board members voted to annex the 12.98 acre parcel lo- 
cated at the southeast corner of Bonner and Old Rand roads, 
and rezone it as LI (Light Industrial), at their March 16 meet- 
ing. 

The preliminary plat for the project has yet to be ap- 
proved, pending recommendation by Devery Engineering 
Inc., the village's engineers. Drawings show the park having 
three lots. 

Federal court sides with village 

Fox Lake— The village won a federal lawsuit against 
PrimeCo Personal Communications which wanted to force 
the village to allow for the construction of a 150-foot mono- 
pole at 855 S. Route 12. 

Village officials spent two years fighting the company's re- 
quests, with officials saying they were not afraid of the out-* 
come. 

"This is a precedent setting case In the state of Illinois," 
said Trustee j. Kevin Hunter. "It says from' day one, look for 
an alternative site." 

A federal judge ruled March 15 that the village had suffi- 
cient reasons for denying a special use permit request from 
the company. PrimeCo officials said the company has 30 days 
from the ruling to decide its next option. ■ 

Great America gets detectors 

Gurnee— Six Flags Great America is In the process of in- 
stalling metal detectors behind the front gate turnstiles, said • 
Connie Costello, public relations representative. The decision 
was made late last week as part of a company- wide initiative 
to promote safety in the metropolitan-area amusement parks 
of the parent company, Premier Parks. 

"Premier is very, very security conscious," said Costello. 
"We're one of the last Six Flags parks to get (the metal detec- 
tors]." 

Costello said during the park's 23-year existence, there has 
been only one incident involving a weapon. In 1994, a guest 
was stabbed by another guest while inside the park. 

The park is scheduled to open on April 25. 

Arrested for attempted murder 

Mundeleln — A 31 -year-old Mundelein man was arrested 
March 20 for the attempted murder of his girlfriend, police 
said. 

• Police arrested Miguel Angel Gomez-Sagu, of the 1400 
block of Churchill Place, following an altercation with his girl- ' 
friend in which he slapped the woman several times and 
threatened to kill her, police said.

Gomez-Sagu was charged with one count of attempted first 
degree murder, and was given a $500,000 bond.

Village President Don Craft said the village intends to go 
forward with the project, because the hydrant will service 50 
to 75 homes in that area and will benefit many lives.

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Positive intervention 
needs to start early 

Early childhood programs to foster learning and enhance self- 
esteem have long term beneficial impacts for communities 
and for high school students. 
Coaching parents and teachers on ways to encourage 
young children to be involved at school and to be sociable can have . 
long term impacts on student behavior and academic achievement. 

These results were reported in the March 15, 1999 issue of 
Archives of Pediatrics and Adolescent Medicine. A 12 year study of 
students from high crime neighborhoods in Seattle, Wash., was subse- 
quently followed by a check of study results six years later. Researchers 
found that intervention programs done with students in the primary 
grades can last through their high school years. 

High school students involved in a elementary education inter- 
vention program were 19 percent less likely to have committed violent 
acts, 38 percent less likely to be heavy drinkers, 13 percent less likely 
to engage in sexual intercourse, 19 percent less likely to have multiple 
sexual partners, and 35 percent less likely to have caused a pregnancy 
or to have become pregnant. 

For adolescents in today's world, these are now dangerous or un- 
healthy activities. 

The intervention programs, however, did not affect student exper- 
imentation with cigarettes and drugs. 

The elementary school level intervention program was simple and 
something a community can do. it involved people already involved 
with children. There were strong long-term benefits. 

The intervention program taught teachers to encourage coopera- 
tive learning among students and to reward group achievement. The 
goal was to have children commit themselves to the school, to give 
value to learning, and to become emotionally attached to school, . 
teachers, and classmates. This provided die motivation to Uve posi- 
tively and responsibly. 

Children were taught how to solve problems between themselves 
and others, how to take turns, and how to talk positively to them- 
selves. In the sixth grade, students were taught "refusal skills"— how to 
say no but to keep friends. 

Early intervention programs that educators are building into the 
school curriculum are filled with long term student and community 
benefit. These benefits also provide cost savings to the community 
with reductions in crime. 

Early intervention helps the entire community. 

Making the case 
for rescue service 

Ever so slowly, the wheels of government are grinding for estab- 
lishment of a new Coast Guard helicopter search and rescue 
unit designed to serve southern Lake Michigan. Congress- 
man John Porter (R-lOth) is pushing for consideration of 
Waukegan Regional Airport as a possible site. 

With the closure of Glenview Naval Air Station in 1996, the Coast 
Guard moved the air rescue unit across the lake to Muskegon. Con- 
sidering response time, the Coast Guard presence on the western 
shoreline is basically token. Along with its central location, Waukegan 
is highly regarded because the airport is equipped with an FAA operat- 
ed control tower, after-hours security, instrument landing capabilities, 
availability of standby firefighters and an existing government fuel ser- 
vice agreement. 

It's not too far-fetched to view the proposed search and rescue 
unit as available for missions on the Chain O'Lakes. Combined boat- 
ing activity on both sides of Lake County make the area one of the 
boating hotbeds of the nation, well deserving of Coast Guard consid- 
eration and service.

I saved $50 by not buying either 
of those "kiss-and-tell tomes" about 
their relationships with President 
Clinton, but I have read enough re- 
views to realize they are the literary 
equivalent of television's "Jerry 
Springer Show." 

Once again, everyone's an au- 
thor, whether or not he or she can 
write. This happened five years ago 
when figure skaterTonya Harding's 
husband and hoodlum friends 
whacked the knee of her rival, Nan- 
cy Kerrigan. Suddenly, figure skating 
became a voyeuristic sport and hack 
writers quickly cranked out books to 
capitalize on the scandal: 

"Dreams of Gold: The Nancy 
Kerrigan Story." 

'The Kerrigan Courage: Nancy's 
Story." 

"Thin Ice: The Complete, Un- 
censored Story of Tonya Harding, 
America's Bad Girl of Ice Skating." 

More recently, the O.J. Simpson. 
murder trial turned prosecutors 
Marcia Clark and Christopher Dard- 
en into instant authors. Clark has 
become a television personality and 
Darden has written another book, 
this time a fiction piece with the 
help of mystery writer Dick Loch te. 

Some of us long have been 
threatening to write a book but as 
George Orwell warned: "It is a long, 
horrible, exhausting struggle, like a 
long bout of some painful illness." 

And as Dan Jenkins said, "Do 
you know how hard It is to TYPE a 
book, not to mention WRITE a 
book?" 

The giggling, simpering Lewin- 
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sky needed a lot of help to write 
"Monica's Story," and it came from 
Andrew Morton, the British; hired 
gun who also wrote, "Diana: Her 
True Story." 

"Monica's Story" is padded be- 
tween the covers with such froth as: 
"Monica stopped off at the Star- 
bucks coffee shop for her usual 
brew, a large latte, skimmed, with 
sweetener and a shake of chocolate 
and cinnamon." 

Monica also gets even with her 
"treacherous friend,'' Linda Tripp, 
remarking on "her nasal New Jersey 
drawl and lumpy figure" and label- 
ing her "a latter-day Judas." 

One critic suggested the world 
already has grown weary of Lewin- 
sky, "a shameless hussy, a trollop, a 
strumpet — or, in less charmingly 
archaic words — a whore." 

Another critic was similarly 
unimpressed with former Clinton 
adviser Stephanopoulos trashing his 
boss after leaving the White House. 

"Few people in their late 30s 
have lived a life worth a memoir, 
and his certainly is not among 
them," wrote Michael Tackett from 
Washington. "But for about 2.7 mil- 
lion reasons he thought it appropri- 
ate to write a spin-and-tell book that 
makes his former boss, the presi- 
dent, lookbad ... 'Clinton at his cold- 
blooded worst, lying with true con- 
viction.'" 

As the saying goes, the trouble 
with these books are the covers are 
too far apart

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At the Front of 
the Pack: The Art 
of Leadership 

If you think you're a born leader, 
but have no followers, you may 
just be taking a walk. 
- a paraphrased proverb 

Many people talk about 
leadership; few really 
know what it is.

• Leaders Are Diligent The 
word diligent describes those who 
arc "hardworking/ those who work 
with "careful, steady effort" and 
those who are "dependable and 
steadfast." Great leaders from histo- 
ry have demanded diligence from 
those around them. They got it be- 
cause they set the example with their 
own diligence. 

•Leaders Are Filled With En- 
thusiasm. VV. Clement Stone de- 
scribed enthusiasm as "inspiration 
to action." Leaders are inspired to 
act. And they inspire action in oth- 
ers. When people are filled with ex- 
citement they talk. When they arc 
filled with enthusiasm they act. Ac- 
tions have always spoken louder 
than words and produced more re- 
sults. 

• Leaders are Responsible. 
I've noticed that difficult tasks tend 
to move toward those who are will- 
ing to do them. Personal growth 
comes from exercising your will to 
accomplish, and accepting the re- 
sponsibility for getting it done. Har- 
ry Truman had a sign on his desk 
that read, "The buck stops here." 

• Leaders are Self-con fldcnt 
I believe there is a direct link be- 
tween confidence and capacity. As 
you grow in the assurance of your 
abilities you acquire the capacity to 
achieve more. More than 2,000 years 
ago, Publis Vergiltus Maro - the Ro- 
man poet better known as Virgil - 
wrote: "They can do all because they 
think they can." 

•Leaders ore Humble. All 
great leaders give credit to others. 
Alexander Pope wrote "Who builds a 
church to God and not to fame, will 
never mark the marble with his 
name." I might add that the more 
you blow your own whistle the more 
likely you are to run out of steam. 

• Leaders have Integrity. To

'Boatman's' death leaves community grieving 



First starBank manager leaves 
void in Chain O'Lakes community

The man who came to be known 
by many in the Chain O'Lakes bank- 
ing business as "the boatman," has 
left family, friends and the staff at 
Firstar Bank, in mourning. 

Thomas Edward Brand, 47, died 
unexpectedly Thursday, March 18, 
near his home in Round Lake Beach. 
According to his wife Rachel, he suf- 
fered a massive heart attack that af- 
ternoon. He had no history of illness 
prior to his passing. 

Funeral services were held at 
Strang Funeral Chapel in 
Grayslake on March 24. 
Interment was to be held 
at Highland Memorial 
Park Cemetery in Liber- 
tyville. The family asked 
that memorials be made 
out to the American Heart 
Association in his memo- 
ry, in lieu of fiowers. 

For the last several 
years, Brand was the hub 
manager of Firstar Bank, 
and oversaw operations 
of the Fox Lake Bank and also branch- 
es of Firstar Bank in Mundelein, Lib- 
ertyville, Vernon Hills and Crystal 
Lake. He worked out of the Fox Lake 
Bank office for the past 12 years. 

He was born on the Northwest 
side of Chicago in 1951, and graduat- 
ed from Foreman High School in 
Chicago. Brand entered the banking 
vocation at age 22. "It was the only 
profession he's ever had," said 
Rachel. "He was in Uie business for 25 
years." 

He began working at the Fox Lake 
Bank headquarters, when it was the 
Fox Lake State Bank, which then 
changed hands and names several 
times including, First Colonial and 
the current Firstar. 

Longtime Fox Lake Bank em- 
ployee, Jean Wilkinson, worked side 
by side with Brand since he first came 
to the bank a dozen years ago. Wilkin- 
son, senior operations manager at 
Firstar, said she couldn't bring herself 
to go into work last week, upon hear- 
ing Uie news of Brand's death. A tear- 
ful Wilkinson said, "I was the first per-

son he talked to when he got there (at 
the bank). I was the administrative as- 
sistant at the time. We were both very 
different, but for some reason we 
seemed to have gotten thrown to- 
gctheron almost every job." 

Wilkinson admitted to being 
more of the "serious-minded" type, 
while Brand was more fun loving and 
jovial. Though in the beginning of 
their work relationship, their differ- 
ences at times would "infuriate me" 
she explained. "At the same time he 
was endearing, with almost a "little- 
boy" quality. He had a special gift 
which could make me laugh, make 
me feel happy." 

Wilkinson agreed 
that the two different per- 
sonalities ultimately com- 
plimented each other. 

"He was my bud- 
dy. He was my friend. I 
like to think we had a real 
nice respect for each oth- 
er. We just made things 
work well for each other." 
Wilkinson, said 
Brand, was a loan officer 
when he started at the Fox 
Lake State Bank. When there was a 
potential boat purchase in the works, 
Brand was the officer of choice for 
many area marinas. He soon adopted 
the tide, "die boatman," which stuck 
with him in his circle of friends and 
colleagues. 

Brand was a member of the Fox 
Lake Chamber of Commerce and In- 
dustry. Chamber President Cindy Ir- 
win described how she remembers 
him. "I thought he was a very active 
Chamber member. He was always 
there to give a hand. He was especial- 
ly instrumental in helping Pete Jak- 
stas with the Mineola Fireworks fund 
(annual Fox Lake Independence Day 
event)." Invin explained. "I think the 
Fox Lake community will definitely 
miss Tom." 

Firstar Bank Assistant Manager 
Jamie Williams, began working at the 
Fox Lake Bank while he was still at- 
tending Grant Community High 
School. "I worked with Tom for eight 
years, and of that eight years he was 
my direct boss for three years," he ex- 
plained. "I remember when I met 



him. He gave me my first loan." 

Williams started out at the bank 
as maintenance boy, and worked his 
way up the ladder. He credits much of 
his success and his stay in the bank- 
ing industry to Brand. "Tom encour- 
aged me. He was my mentor. He was 
a man of much knowledge and he . 
shared that with me. I could go to him 
for anything, no matter what it was." 
Williams paused for a moment, "All of 
us at the bank are going to miss him 
very much." 

For 13 years, Rick Neff of 
Mundelein played softball with Brand 
on the "Old Munich Inn" team based 
in Deerfield. He and Brand were 
friends even longer. "He became my 
banker. I'm an accountant, and we 
worked together. He helped us buy 
our house recenUy," said Neff. 

lie told one particular story about 
his friend which he says he would like 
to share widi others. "Years ago, when 
his son Adam was about 5 years old, 
the boy came running onto the soft- 
ball field with a handful of dandelions. 
Tom, who was shortstop called a 
time-out during the game that we 
were already losing. He went to be 
with his son for a moment and to 
thank him for picking the bunch of 
flowers for him. That's the kind of guy 
he was with everyone. He always had 
time for you, no matter what was go- . 
ingon." 

Rachel, who would have been 
married to Brand for seven years next 
month, described her husband as a 



man with a passion for many things,, 
but a passion particularly for family. 
"He loved my children, Zora and 
Vance, and Austin too, as if they were 
his own children," she said. She 
added diat he Had a special bond with 
his parents, and that.il was not'un- 
tisual for him to call His mother three 
times a day just to talk to her. This 
made it especially hard for Rachel to 
call Mr. and Mrs. Brand from Condell 
Medical Center to tell them the news 
about their son. "He didn't even have 
a second chance," said Rachel. "He 
died within about 10 minutes." 

Wilkinson stated how the future 
looks for her without Brand being at 
Uie bank. "I'm having a real hard time 
picturing working wiUio'ut him. He al- 
ways made hard jobs easier. He had 
that light side to him that lightened 
everything up." Then she added, 
choking on her words before saying 
goodbye. "He was a nice guy. He was 
just a real nice guy." 

Brand is survived by his wife, 
Rachel (nee Evans); loving father of 
Adam Brand, age 17 of Mundelein, 
Zora frodd) Levandowski and Vance 
(Sonja) Wollmuth; grandfather of 
Austin Quentin Wollmuth. He is also 
survived by his parents Ronald and 
June Brand of Chicago and a brother, 
James (Donna) Brand of Elgin. He is 
devoted nephew of Ruth and Shirley 
Venn; son-in-law of Erland (Joanne) 
Johnson of Hainesville and brothers 
and sisters-in-law in and around Lake 
County.

Q: I am a supervisor for the past 6 years wlih (name wl l hheld). I have 
many friends there and although I supervise some of these people, I 
still go out to lunch with (hem and occasionally socialize outside of 
work. Quite often when situations arise Ihese employees feel com- 
fortable enough lo come to me with Inelrproblems or concents and 
bounce l hern off of me to see what I think. Today I found myself In 
such a situation while at lunch with a co-worker who needed a 
shoulder lo cry on after she was yelled ot by the boss. I let her go on 
and on and on about how she is going to leave at the first possible 
chance staling abusive work environment, which by the way was 
highly exaggerated. Then she blurts out that iheycan keep their Job 
for S(blank) per hour. Once I heard and realized thai she was earn- 
ing more than me I jusl about died. I of course could not tell her that 
she was earning a higher salary than me for the embarrassment of It 
alone. I walled until after 1 returned to the office and Immediately 
told my manager that i wanted to speak wllh him when he had a 
minute. He said how about now? So ihcre I was telling him that 1 
needed a raise and lhat I cannot believe (hat after working here for 
6 years, lhat the receptionist who has been here less than 6 months 
Is making more than me. The expression on his face made me real- 
ize this may have been a mistake. He then asked me where I had 
heard this and I went on lo explain that this person was blowing off 
steam at lunch after being yelled at and just blurted out the com- 
ment as she had said It, He In turn asked me lo go calm myself down 
and he would be back lo me shortly. And he was. Almost 2 and a half 
hours had past and I was called In to the manager's office and told 
that the receptionist Is no longer employed with the company. They 
released her for discussing salary which by the company handbook 
Is a violation and Immediate termination. The manager llien told 
me that she had lied to me about what she was making and (hat he 
thinks she did It lo gel a rise out of me. Feelingslupld I left his office. 
Later that evening I called this now former co-worker to find out 
what had happened. We agreed lo meet (he next day for an early 
breakfast since she had to now go out job hunting. During breakfast 
I came right out and asked her If she was really making as much as 
she had stated. She pulled out her check (hat she was handed Ihe 
day before and showed 11 lo me. She was telling ihe truth and with- 
out letting her know my total disappointment, I kept my cool. When 
I went to work lhat morning I asked to speak with my manager again 
and I let him know lhat I know for a fact lhat the person was telling 
the truth because I saw II wilh my own eyes. He said he would get 
back to inc. Less than one hour later 1 was fired. Since when Is ll 
legal to Ore a person for asking for a raise? What steps should I lake 
to file a grievance? LR, Kenosha 

Your question about the legalities of firing a person for asking for a 
raise, Is a far cry from the actual Incident (hat you have described In 
your letter. First, you never ASKED for a raise, you let him know that 
you couldn't believe the receptionist made more money than you. 
Second, you discussed salaries which Is a ground for termination In 
Itself. And third, let's not even get Into (he unprofessional way you 
seemed toiiavc approached your manager. And for the Icing on the 
cake, you went back for more when you Informed him that you saw 
the paycheck , thus making him look the fool. Lei it go, It's 
over, Learn from this and move on,
